Tb« Eutern intelligeiioewbieb we pablixli 
tbU morning is mora (ban usually ozciting. 
The Conrederatss are again in furco in llic 
Shenandoah, driving ibe Fcileiiila iicross the 
Potomao. Hunter, Urook, oud Avarill have 
•tch been defeated and forced buck to the 
Marylai^d aide, by tba Conf«deratea utidur 
Garljr and Breclcioridge. It la aaid thai tbe 
latter roico nnmbsred over 25,000 men. 
Arerill's pureuit nf I'lnrly becamo nudJeniy 
reversed. A little dislnnL-a bnyoiiil Wiuol: es- 
ter Early, obtaining a fiivorable positjon on a 
rangs of mountalna ; made a stand and gave 
battle to hia purauer. Whether ibe Confe- 
derate General had been here reinforced is 
not stated ; bnt the result would lead lis to 
this coneliisioii ; for, nflor two duyii' hard 
Dghting, Ihe Fedonil fureo wni defualed and 
was obliged to retreot hnslily luwards the 
Potomao, Martiniburg was erucaated, ami 
occupied by Ibe Confederate:), and iho North- 
ern troops fell back on H:irper'8 Ferry. 
Cou3idBri.b!o anxiety was again folt in ISiil- 
timoro, and fears were eulLrlnined that an- 
other ruid into Murjlanil wa.H irnininunt. 'I he 
Qovernmeut preparulioua tlii.t lime were, 
however, more eomplete than tba last, and u 
large f«rae waa ready to confront the invar 
deiS should tbey cross the Potomac. So far, 
tbis Joes not aeoin to ho Iho Confederate in- 
tenliou; for the latest uooounls .show that iliey 
bare fallen back and that Martludburg has 
been again occupied by the Federals, Vari- 
oas ramora were afloat as to ibe designs of 
the Soatbern troops; but it was generally 
believed that the advance of Karly and 
Breckinridge was made to beoure the harvests 
in the Shenandoah Valley, and form a depot 
ol supplies, that would enable the Oor.fcder- 
alea to carry on perhaps more e.^teaEiTe 
•parations against the North. * 

From tjbsrman'a command tba nswa is 
impottant. On tbe 20lh ult., an attack was 
made on the Federals under Hooker, Howard 
and Pnlmer a few miles south of the Cbattax 
boaehio ; but after soros daspctate iight'ng 
Ibe Confederates were repulsed tritb heavy 
loas and retreatei] in disorder to Atlanta. 
Th« Federals state that in this engagement 
the loss of the Southern forces wan 6,000, 
while their onn nnritbor of killed and wound- 
ed was bat 2,000. On the next day, the 
Federals drove the enemy to the worka of 
Atlanta, and on the day following, tbe 22d, 
• porlioo of Hooker's and Palmer's coni- 
maod antored and took possnsBion of a part 
of tbe city. In the nieanli mo, the Confeder- 
ates under their new commander Hoed, 
massed themselves against McPheraon's 
grand division, composed of Logan's, Blair's, 
and Cook's corps, and for a time their on- 
slaught sssoied almost too much lor tbe 
Federal troops. After the repeated heavy 
attacks, however, the Southern strength iie- 
came eihsusted, and the ConledemtB forces 
were driven with very conslderublo loss 
io:o tbe fortiRcationa of Allsnlo. Fol- 
lowing up their advantage tbe Federals 
■siied the elevated ground northeast 
of tba city, and brought up their heavy 
gnns. The Confederates according to the 
latsst accounts were deBtruyiog their stoien, 
preparatoiy to ovocautiny the oiiy, which 
was supposed to ba uutcnable alter the las' 
move of Sherman's troops. In the battle i<l 
tb« 22d the losses are put down at 3000 Fed- 
erals and 6000 Confederates. 'I'he Federal 
general .McPherson was killed this day b_v 
Bome aharpslinolors ol tliu «iii'iny. From Goii 
Rousseau, who slarleil ti, rough Alat)ama im a 
raiding axpoliiiou with one ol Itie heaviesi 
forces of cavalry in the noitbern airny, wu 
have aacounts of great deatrnotion of rail- 
way depots, bridges, and tracks, as far down 
aa Montgomery, the capital of tlio Slati-. 
Reaching Sherman in safety, he iifjaiii pel 
forth, and at lateal dales wai one huiulrud 
and twenty miles south of Decatur, haviog 
destroyed a great portion ol the railway com- 
munication in Gttorgia, with a vitw to cat off 
from Atlanta, tbo antieipatcd Confederate 
retreat. Full particulars are ijiTun in our 
news columns of the discovury ol a gii-at plul, 
headed by tlio noted Vallandiiigham, to over- 
throw the Northern (Jovernment. We are 
inclined Io think, however, that the slate- 
l^aots are very much exaggerated.

Two of tiie parly returned for fresh sit'pplles, 
having sent tha third on to Leech rivet with 
the remainder of their provision!. 

Tbay report bavins proepeoted from one 
to three cents to the pan at various points on 
the Sooke river, and feel satiiSad of tbe ex- 
isteooe of paying divgitigs. 

StiU Later. 

From Mr. Wm. Lacs, an ezparienced miner in 
Australia, California and Cariboo, who arrived 
last evrniag by tbe Caledonia, wt have tlir fol- 
lowing; Mr. Lees, with .Mr. Kins and t«o ntlii-rs, 
left 'Victoria on Friday last, and reached Leech 
Kiver ou Sunday morning. They prospected 
Sooke Kiver a dist-.nce of U miles. At iwe miles 
up they only found tho color. Tried the various 
boles sunk by Ihc Explorers. The best prosiiect 
hs obtained was 30 cents, which he lunk from a 
crevice oa the bed rock about two miles below tho 
canon. One piece was picked upon ihii bed r.ick 
worth a '"bit;" washed a pan at the somo placo- 
«nd found only three colors. Mr. Lees washed 
• bout to pins altnjte hcr, and broUKlit back 
wilh bin) a srly a dollar's worth of gold, nearly 
all of wtilch was Wished from Ihreupnns, he pro- 
eeeded 7 miles up Leech Itiver, boyondthe canon, 
but did not ascend tho North fork. 

On returniun, he heard that SI2 to Ihe pan had 
been discovered by a party prosiiecting nn -Smike 
Lake, whicti Is at tho head uf a stream rimninij 
into Sooke River, but had uo means of ascertain. 
ini; its truih. Having mined in the richest gold 
fields In the world, Mr. Leea looks upon the ^ooke 
diugings as Dothing more than Chinamen's dig. 
ginga- 

Anotber Aooount. * 
A Kcnileraan whe arrived last evening from 
Sooke, having left Leech Rivef yesterday ofter- 
nnon, informs us, lhat he and his party prohpei.ted 
Sooke lUrsr sll the way up, hut did net find nmro 
than two cents In the iiau. One of die bencliei on 
Siiokr Itirer, about SO feet high, was prospeiited 
up lu the top and vialded about I aem lo the pan. 
About * or fivr miles up Leeeh River Ihey saw a 
man pan out 60 cents. Several otheis took out 
from on« to two "biu" to Ihe pan. alihouuh they 
varied as low an one or two cents, acc.irdiiiK lo 
posidon, the dirt being very superliclal. One man 
took out three "bits ' from a crevice, but fi. and 
nothing else. There were hut few nen on Li ech 
River when our infomiaat li ft. but numbers were 
on their way there, and lijr this lime he compules 
there inusl be between 1-511 and 2f) nieti tjnne up, 
ThuKeiieial opini'jn cnUTtained 'ly the miners 
was Ito^l the Riilii eiinted in larger quantities up 
ihs- North fork, where no prnspecliii,{ was k.mwn 
to bd^e yet taken pl-ic.*. Some are returning 
dissati.lled, others have aith in the (lig.ines. 
Isevcral men are bringing to town some fine 
specim na of sc*le gold which they have washed 
nut. While at the Frrnelim.in's, at annke Hirer, 
a letter »»i receive.! by Mr King, of Vicinria, 
frnin a pro>peciini< party, witli whimi ho wai ac- 
quainted, announcing that they aad struck ai3 io 
the pan, and asking for nrovi.ions to bo sein to 
them. A specimen of toe tcold was sent to him, 
worth upwardi of a dollar, and of excellent quality. 
Mr. King, who Is near in Victoria, maintains 
kecrecy on the subject, but intends returning with 
supplies.
